Seminary Library 


Before the Seminary library is 
moved to its new quarters in Cam- 
bridge, it will be of interest to An- 
dover citizens and students to visit 
the building, as there are many ob- 
jects on exhibition which are closely 
associated to the history of the sem- 
inary. For three or four years, Owen 
H. Gates has been employed in re- 
classifying the books, and the time 
is approaching when this valuable 
collection of volumés will be trans- 
ferred to newer and more _fire-proof 
quarters. ’ 

For over a hundred years or more 
the authorities of the library have 
bought all the principal works on re- 
ligious subjects, until 61,000 volumes 
and innumerable pamphlets have been 
collected, and the library ranks among 
the first of. its kind in the United 
States. The collection of the editions 
of the New Testament in the original 
Greek, Latin, and Hebrew languages, 
is especially valuable. 

The library also contains many ob- 
jects of interest. Among the numer- 
ous paintings are those of Madame 
Phillips, her son; of Samuel Farrar, 
the first treasurer; and of Professors 
Woods, Stewart, and Phelps. Besides 
these paintings, there are some photo- 
graphic reproductions from cuts of 
old views of the seminary buildings, 
a photograph of the three donors of 
the library, and an old chair in which 
George Washington sat on his visit 
at the Mansion house.

SEVENTEEN MEN LOST 


Evidence That French Barque 
Foundered In Recent Gale 

North Sydney, N. 8., Dec. 23.— 
A cablegram from 8t, Pierre, Miq., 
states that the French barque Art- 
ere, which left France on Nov. 8 
with a consignment of salt, was lost 
with her crew of seventeen men. 

Even with adverse winds the ship 
should have arrived in St. Pierre 
over twenty days ago, but when a 
few days ago life belts bearing the 
name of the ill-fated ship were 
picked up, bearing evidence that the 
long overdue vessel had foundered, 
all hopes of her ever reaching her 
destination were then abandoned. 

It is thought that disaster over- 
took the barque during the memorable 
storm of Nov. 17, when several ships 
and crews perished. 


WOMAN TRIED TO KILL 


Acid Thrower Causes Doctor to Lose 
Sight of Eye 

Washington, N. J., Dec. 23.—Dr. 
Charles E. Smith, mayor of this city, 
lost the sight of one eye and was par- 
tially blinded in the other when one 
of his women patients visited his of- 
fice and threw carbolic acid over his 
face and head, according to the story 
told by Smith, his wife and Miss Al- 
berta Shrope, the doctor’s stenog- 
rapher. 

Before throwing the acid, Smith 
says, the woman threatened to shoot 
him, but he disarmed her. Dr. 
Smith believes the woman is insane. 
He said that he had treated her for 
nervous trouble and rheumatism, and 
had been warned that she had threat- 
ened his life. 


PRESIDENT SIMON 
ASSUMES OFFICE 


Takes Oath as New Head of 
Haytien Government 


Port-au-Prince, Dec. 21.—General 
Antoine Simon, the newly elected 
president of Haiti, took the oath of 
office Sunday at the palace, where a 
special sitting of the legislative bod- 
ies was held, and in the presence of 
the foreign diplomats, the officers of 
the American and Italian warships 
and the Haitien officials of state. 

Later, at the reception, M. 
Carteron, the French minister, ad- 
dressed the president on behalf of the 
diplomatic corps and officially’ pre- 
sented the respects of the foreign 
ministers. 


HOOGS SECURES BAIL 


Business Men Come to Rellef of 
Former Bank Teller 

Beverly, Mass., Dec. 23.—Bail in 
the sum of $10,000 was furnished late 
yesterday for the appearance in court 
of Albert S. Hoogs, the former tell- 
er of the Beverly Savings bank, at 
Salem on Dec. 29. The bail was fur- 
nished by five local business men. 

Hoogs has been under police sur- 
veillance at the Hotel Highlands 
since the shortage was discovered in 
his books on Dec. 11, on account ot 
fliness caused by an overdose of a 
poisonous drug. 


STRIKE OF REPORTERS 


Supreme Court Judge Leaves Bench 
and Joins Their Ranks 
Halifax, Dec. 23.—The judge and 
stenographers of the supreme court 

of Nova Scotia are on strike. 

The court reporters struck as a 
protest against the inadequacy of 
their pay and refused to take notes. 

Judge Russell declared he was not 
going to be both judge and stenog- 
rapher and joined the ranks of the, 
strikers. 


Many Foreigners Go Home 

Washington, Dec. 23.—The in- 
crease in the alien population of the 
United States in the year ending 
Sept. 30 last was only 6298. Ac- 
cording to Secretary Straus, 1724,- 
112 foreigners came to this country 
in the year between Oct. 1, 1907, 
and Sept. 30 last, but during the | 
same period 717,814 foreigners left 
our shores for their own countries.

Trenton, Dec. 23.—Giacinto Ricci. 
was electrocuted at the state prison 
late last night. The much-talked ot 
test to resuscitate the electrocuted 
man was not attempted.

ATTEMPT UPON LIFE OF GOMEZ PHOTOGRAPHY PL PLAYS A PART 


Frustrated ra Coo! Nerve and Cour- 
age of Acting President Himself, 
Who Personally Arrests Ringlead- 
ers In Presence of Armed Adher- 
ents—Castro is Not Likely to Re- 
turn to Venezuelan Territory 


Caracas, via Willemstad, Cuara- 
cao, Dec. 23.—The end of the rule 
in Venezuela of Cipriano Castro has 
come. - The dictator who has gov- 
erned the republic with a rod of iron 
ever since he took forcible posses- 
sion of the yellow house in Caracas 
in 1899 is now openly charged with 
conspiracy to compass the assassina- 
tion of a man he left at the head of 
the republic when he sailed away on 
Nov. 23 from La Guiara, nominally 
to secure skilled medical aid in 
Berlin for a malady of long standing, 
and is today thoroug™ly discredited. 

The bank of Venezuela has cabled 
its correspondents at Berlin and 
Paris, cancelling the unlimited let- 
ter of credit given to Castro when he 
left Venezuela for Burope, and no one 
in Caracas believes he will ever dare 
return to the capital. The Castro 
cabinet has been forced to resign; 
and a new and progressive ministry 
has been appointed by Juan V. 
Gomez, the acting president. 

The attempt upon the life of Gomez 
was frustrated by the cool nerve and 
courageous daring of the acting pres- 
ident himself. Alone and unsup- 
ported he arrested the ringleaders of 


| the conspiracy with his own hands, 


im the presence of their armed ad- 
herents, and after this action he is- 
sued a proclamation saying that not 
only had he saved his own life, but 
he had maintained the highest ideals 
of the chief magistracy of the repub- 
lic. : 

Already the new administration 
shows signs of a desire and intention 
to settle the disputes between Vene- 
zuela and certain foreign powers that 
have kept the republic in a light of 
unenviable notoriety for several 
years past. At a conference held in 
Caracas between Acting President 
Gomez and Baron Von Seckendorf, 
the German minister in charge of the 
interests of Holland since the depart- 
ure of the Dutch minister, H. De 
Reus, last summer, it was agreed to 
suspend the operation of the dedree 
issued by Castro prohibiting the 
transhipment at Willemstad of 
goods destined for Venezuela. 

Pending the celebration of a treaty 
‘between Holland and a duly em- 
powered Venezuelan commissioner, 
the Dutch warships that have been 
patrolling the Venezulan. coast for 
the last three weeks will be with- 
drawn. 

The attempt to assassinate Gomez 
and several of the ministers was de- 
cided on Dec. 18. Gomez heard of 
the plot that same night, and the 
next morning took the personal stand 
that nipped it in the bud. 

The men concerned in the con- 
spiracy were Castro’s closest friends 
and’ best known adherents. Secret 
cipher cablegrams have passed be- 
tween Castro in Berlin and his 
agents here since the popular anti- 
Castro demonstrations of Dec. 18 and 
14. A prominent lawyer has filed an 
accusation in the high federal court 
charging Castro with complicity in 
the plot to assassinate and propos- 
ing his impeachment.

Lillis, a wealthy banker and stock- 
man of Lamoore, was sentenced to 
six months ip jail and was. fined 
$1000 for illegally inclosing govern- 
ment land in the Cantua district, 
where he has large holdings. The 
case will be appealed, and Lillis 
was released on bond.

Alleged Grafter Who Who Wanted to See 
“Real Money” Is Shown In Act of 
of Receiving It—Bribery Scandal 
Involves Depository of City’s Funds 
and Two Bank Officials Resign as 
a Result of Disclosures 


Pittsburg, Dec. 23.—A flashlight 
photograph of a member of councils 
fn the act of accepting money from a 
decoy “promoter,” itis said, will be 
one of the strongest features of the 
evidence to be presented when seven 
members of councils and two former 
bank officials are to be given a pre- 
liminary hearing on charges of brib- 
ery, corrupt solicitation and other 
illegal acts brought by the Voters’ 
League. This picture, itis said, was 
taken in a private room in a down- 
town hotel Monday night, immediate- 
ly before the councilman was arrest: 
ed. 

No additional arrests have been 
made, and it is said that none are 
likely to be made until after the 
hearing. It is denied that any of 
those under suspicion have left the 
city since Monday night’s exposure 
and that all whom the detectives 
think may possible be wanted later 
are being kept under surveillance, of-. 
ficers being on guard at all city and 
suburban stations. 

Besides the councilman, the flash- 
light photograph is said to show an 
agent of a detective agency © 
Scranton, Pa., which worked up the 
cases. This man is reported to have 
posed as a member of a firm anxious 
to sell wooden paving blocks to the 
city and to have become very inti- 
mate with the councilmen. With 
other detectives concealed within 
hearing distance the councilman is 
alleged to have been induced to tell 
of the negotiations to secure the pass- 
age of the legislation, to name the 
other members who were to share in 
the bribe, and to say that the mem- 
bers were tired of promises and 
wanted to see some real money. 

The detective, it is alleged, peeled 
off $100 and $500 bills from a large 
roll and just as the councilman 
reached for his allotment the flash 
was ignited. The councilman, it is 
said, broke down and wept, and when 
he accused his companion of trapping 
him there was no denial. Then an 
officer appeared and made the arrest. 

Bank Examiner Harrison Nesbit is 
expected to testify to finding a suspi- 
cious entry in the books of the Ger- 
man National bank accounting for 
$17,500, and that President Ramsey 
and Cashier Vilsack of the bank, up- 
on being summoned before the direct- 
ors, admitted that that sum had been 
expended to secure the selection of 
the bank as a city depository. The 
directors repudiated the action of the 
Officers and immediately asked and 
received the resignations of the of- 
ficers. 

It is practically admitted that a 
number of decoy contractors and pro- 
moters were introduced to trap coun- 
cilmen and that many temptations 
have been offered members during 
the past six months. 


JURY “CALLED DOWN”

Albany, Ga., Dec. 22.—Because a 
jury acquitted Deputy Sheriff Radney 
and E. Adams on the charge of at- 
tempting to lynch an_ inoffensive 
negro and of beating his wife and 
daughter on an alleged “night rid- 
ing’ expedition, Judge Spense, be- 
fore whom the case was tried, ex- 
pressed his opinion of the twelve men 
from the bench as follows: 

“Your verdict is a disgrace to the 
country and to civilization. A man 
was convicted in this court for shoot- 
ing at a preacher on the street on 
Sunday morning and was fined $250. 
I do not hesitate to say that you 
jurors are worse citizens than the de- 
fendant.”

Under a special congressional ap- 
propriation, the work of excavating 
a prehistoric city at Casa Grande, 
Ariz., has been conducted by Dr. 
J. Fewkes. Already a number of 
structures have been discovered, but 
the largest one excavated during the 
year was a building 200 feet long, 
with eleven rooms, the walls en- 
closing a plaza. In the central 
room there is a seat called by the 
Pina Indians “The Seat of Monte- 
suma.” 

The ruins at Casa Grande were 
found to be very much more exten- 
sive than was anticipated, and it is 
stated that their permanent preser- 
vation is of great archeological im- 
portance,

Somersworth, N. H., Dec. 223.—

A LETTER FROM EGYPT 


Another Interesting Letter from the Land 
of the Pyramids. 


? Str. “Rameses” 
Tell-el-Amarna, 
Egypt, Nov. 28, 1908 
My dear Mr. Wood,- 

Home is beginning to seem very 
near; for though it js some 4000 
miles and nearly a month distant, it 
is a couple of hundred miles nearer 
than when we reached our furthest 
point south, at Assouan, and turned 
the steamer’s bow north last Monday 
morning. The mud villages and the 
palm trees, the desert sands and the 
bare mountains have come to seem 
so natural that I hope they will be 
stamped permanently in my mind, 
and rise suddenly and vividly when 
in a few weeks I am going to the 
Post Office or shoveling snow at the 
Rectory. : 

Our voyage has lasted nearly three 
weeks, and yet I am not tired of this 
wonderful river. The features are 
the same from day to day, and yet are 
continually varying in proportion— 
the chocolate-brown river, the strip 
of corn or alfalfa or dhurra on either 
side, the desert beyond, the long even 
line of Arabian mountains on the east, 
and the long even line of the Libyan 
mountains on the west. This, with 
an occasional brown village or town 
with white plastered houses, a tall 
minaret, and a domed mosque or two, 
is the daily outlook. Yet it is full 
of the life of the present and the life 
of the past. 

During the first part of our voyage, 
the excursions that we made—for we 
stop almost every day and go from 
the steamer to visit some object of 
interest—were mainly to tombs— 
chambers hewn out of the rock in the 
mountains, with sculptured and paint- 
ed walls. The mummies they orig- 
inally contained have all been removed 
to museums. During the latter part 
of the voyage it has been mainly 
temples that we have visited. The 
most extensive of these were at an- 
cient Thebes, about half-way Between 
Cairo and Assouan. Here the moun- 
tains recede from the Nile, and the 
ancient city was built on both sides 
of the river for several miles. Today 
the large modern town on the east 


-bank is called “Luxor” and its sub- 


urbs of ruined temples “Karnac”, 
while “Thebes” is applied to the cul- 
tivated plain on the west bank con- 
taining many ruined temples and 
tombs. One of the temples was built 
by the great king, developer of 
Egypt, soldier, foreign conqueror— 
Rameses II the Great, the Pharaoh 
who oppressed the Children of Is- 
rael. He wished a monument to him- 
self which should be permanent and 
unforgetable. So he built’ at Thebes 
a temple, and in the forecourt he set 
up eight enormous statues of him- 
self, standing with folded‘arms and 
gazing calmly into infinity, And in 
front of the temple he erected him- 
self again as a colossal statue, 80 feet 
high, cut. from a_ single. block of 
Assouan granite, and weighing ‘300 
tons. Through an irony of fate, it 
was toppled down by an earthquake 
or by lack of proper foundations, 
2000 years ago. The legs have 
crumbled and vanished, and only the 
huge shoulders and head remain, and 
while he still wears his crown, the 
face has been wholly obliterated. Of 
his eight statues only some three or 
four are standing, and these are 
much defaced. If the effort after 
glory had not been so great, we 
might be more merciful in drawing 
the moral. 

The life of Egypt is by no means, 
however, all in the past. It is today 
an actively growing country. There 
are modern obelisks rising on many 
sides, rivalling the ancient ones. They 
are the tall chimneys of the great 
cotton and sugar estates, which are 
renewing the country’s vitality. 

Irrigation is here the condition of 
existence. There are now four large 
dams on the Nile—one each at Cairo, 
Esne, Assiout, and Assouan. Be- 
tween the first and the last there are 
nearly 600 miles. 
water, which formerly ran to waste 
in time of flood, and keep the river 
almost level the year through. The 
main dam, at Assouan, cost over 
$20,000,000, is 80 feet high, and is be- 
ing raised 18 feet more. This means 
that good crops are practically as- 
sured throughout Egypt for every 
year.

Majority Opinion Prevails 


What is regarded as the final de- 
cree of the visitors of Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary regarding the merg- 
ing of the seminary with Harvard 
University was given out for publi- 
cation last Saturday. . 

Two members of the board of vis- 
itors, the Rev. Dr. Henry A. Stimp- 
son, chairman, of New York, and 
William G. Bassett, judge of probate, 
of Northampton, gave a majority 
opinion, in which they hold that the 
action of the trustees in removing the 
seminary to Cambridge was not con- 
trary to the intention of the founders. 

This majority opinion will prevail. 
There is a dissenting opinion by the 
third member of the board of visitors, 
the Rev. Dr. Samuel V. Cole of Nor- 
ton, in which he declares “the consti- 
tution and statutes of the seminary 
give no warrant for the action of the 
trustees, but distinctly negative it, and 
the removal to Cambridge, under the 
terms of affiliation with Harvard 
University constitutes a perversion of 
the trust.” 

The majority opinion is brief, but 
that of Dr. Cole embraces 10 type- 
written pages. Under the majority 
opinion the board of visitors “claim 
and reserve the right to examine and 
pass upon the practical working of 
the scheme of affiliation with Harvard 
when it shall fully develop.” 

The majority report is accepted as 
the final word in a discussion that has 
covered six years and given rise to a 
series of hearings. The majority 
opinion is in part as follows: 

“At an adjourned meeting of the 
Visitors of Andover Theological Sem- 
inary held at Boston on the 4th day 
of December, 1908, being the annual 
visitation, after successive adjourn- 
ments from the roth day of June, 
1908, all the members being present, 
the record of the trustees disclosing 
their votes to remove the seminary 
to Cambridge and affiliate with Har- 
vard being before the Visitors and 
the Rev. William E. Wolcott, D.D., 
and Mr. William Shaw having asked 
the Visitors to hear them on their 
contention that said votes are void 
as unwarranted by the statutes, and 
the Visitors having on Nov. 5, 1908, 
and on Dec. 3, 1908, held hearings 
at which the trustees appeared by 
their president and clerk, and other 
members of board and Messrs. Wol- 
cott and Shaw in person and by coun- 
sel; said Wolcott and Shaw having 
been fully heard personally and by 
counsel and their trustees by their 
president and Mr. Burton Payne 
Gray, clerk of the trustees and as 
counsel, and the visitors having un- 


derstood and considered the ques- 
tions presented determined and aqd- 
judged that in removing the semin- 
ary to Cambridge the trustees did not 
act contrary to the intention of the 
founders of the Seminary, who es. 
tablished it in Phillips Academy as 
a part of it, the trustees of which 
institution were given in terms by its 
charter a right to remove it from An. 
dover if the occasion should in their 
judgment arise. 

“And the Visitors claim and reserve 
a right to examine and pass upon the 
practical working scheme of affilia: 
tion with Harvard University when 
it shall fully develop.” 


Improvements at Town Farm 


Andover has always been fortunate 
in those who have had charge of the 
Town Farm and its inmates. The ef. 
ficiency established long ago by the 
late Walter B. Allen and continued 
under the administration of George 
H. Burnham seems destined to go on 
most satisfactorily with the instity- 
tion under the care of Fred A. Swan- 
ton. 

Mr. Burnham’s rare ability as a far- 
mer brought about most satisfactory 
results along that line of work in 
addition to the efficiency within the 
building itself. With the abandonment 
of the farm work to a large degree 
two years ago, and the decision of 
the town to no longer engage in ex- 
tensive farming it became apparent 
with the latest administration that 
some of the out buildings might be 
changed so as to improve the appear- 
ance of the property. 

Superintendent Swanton has accom- 
plished this work in a most satisfac- 
tory manner. Some of the buildings 
have been moved, others torn down, 
grass plots planted, and now the out- 
side of the institution vies with the 
inside in its neat and trim appearance. 

The Townsman reporter was inter- 
ested in looking over the property to 
see that there is still call for some 
further expenditure of money that 
the work may B€™completed, but the 
Overseers of the Poor and Superin- 
tendent are to be congratulated on 
the extensive work they have done 
this year which has largely been ac- 
complished within the appropriation, 
The slight overdraft has abundantly 
justified the results that have been se- 
cured, and which it is very evident 
were accomplished at the right time 
for the saving of the tax payers’ 
money. It is good to know that this 
long time institution is to continue 
along progressive lines and as a credit 
to the town.

KNOWN THROUGHOUT LAND 


As President of Country’s Largest 
Newspaper Syndicate, He Kept In 
Touch With Publishers All Over 
America—Thinker, Philosopher and 
Writer as Well as Executive Head 
of Extensive Enterprise 


‘Dobbs Ferry, Dec. 21.—Major Or- 
lando Jay Smith, president and gen- 
eral manager of the American Press 
Association, died at 6.07 o'clock last 
evening at his home on the Hudson. 
He had been ill since September, at 
which time he was operated upon for 
cancer of the stomach. Through his 
long illness he retained his interest 
in daily events. He was attended 
by Dr. Walter B. James, Dr. Blake 
and Dr. Denniston. 


MAJOR ORLANDO JAY SMITH 


Major Orlando Jay Smith, the 
founder of the American Press As- 
sociation and its president and gen- 
eral manager from its inception un- 
til his death, was a journalist of 
national reputation. To his train- 
ing aid guidance many of the men 
prominent in the newspaper world 
during the past two decades owe 
their position and fame. As head 
of the largest newspaper syndicate 
in America, Major Smith came into 
intimate contact with writers and 
journalists connected with newspa- 
pers of every grade of influence and 
importance. They have frequently 
testified to the sterling worth of his 
character, his own ability and his 
capacity for developing abilty in oth- 
ers. His subordinates in the Amer- 
ican Press Association, many of 
whom were associated with him for 
twenty years or more, looked up to 
‘him as an unfailing source of in- 
spiration in their work, as _ guide, 
mentor and friend. 

Major ’Smith was born June 14, 
1842, on a farm near Terre-Haute, 
Ind., of Vermont ancestry. His fath- 
er, Hiram Smith, was one of In- 
diana’s pioneers. He sent his son 
to the public schools and later to As- 
bury college, now DePauw univer- 
sity. In later years the university 
conferred on its distinguished alum- 
nus the degree of LL. D. 

At the outbreak of the Civil war 
Major Smith enlisted. He served 
until the end of the war, in the 
armies of the Potomac, Ohio and 
Cumberland, rising to the rank of 
major in the 6th Indiana cavalry. He 
was wounded near Atlanta, Ga., and 
was taken prisoner. After a con- 
finement in a Confederate prison at 
Augusta, Ga., Major Smith was ex- 
changed and rejoined his regiment. 
He was a member of the Loyal Le- 
gion. After the war Major Smith 
engaged for three years in cotton 
planting at Enterprise, Miss. 

Major Smith possessed the broad- 
est of minds. He was keenly inter- 
ested in life and its problems in all 
their manifold phases. He found re- 
laxation from material ca:es in the 
study and exposition of religion and 
philisophy and economics. He em- 
bodied his views in several volumes 
which have received serious atten- 
tion from the world of thinkers. 
The most prominent of Major Smith’s 
books are “A Short View. of Great 
Questions,” “The Coming Democ- 
racy,” “Eternalism,” “Balance” and 
“Agreement Between Science and 
Religion.” 

Major Smith is survived by a wid- 
ow, two daughters and a son. The 
last named, Courtland Smith, is vice 
president and assistant general man- 
ager of the American Press Associa- 
tion. 


Major Smith’s Body Laid to Rest 

Tarrytown, N. Y., Dec. 23.—With 
simple ceremonies the body of Major 
Orlando Jay Smith, late president of 
the American Press Association, 
whose death occurred Sunday even- 
ing, was laid to rest in Sleepy Hol- 
low cemetery. 


Sacrificed Life For Dog 

Waltham, Mass., Dec. 21.—Rush- 
ing in front of an express train to 
gave the life of his dog, William C. 
Downing of this city, aged 41, was 
struck by the train and died of his 
Injuries. Downing was chief engin- 
eer at the cotton mills of the Bos- 
ton Manufacturing Company in this 
city. 


AUDIENCE IN IGNORANCE 


Shuffied Out of Theatre While . Fire 
Was In Progress 

New York, Dec. 23.—Fire broke 
out in the Herald Square Theatre 
ast night, ten minutes before the 
close of the performance of “The 
Three Twins,” and before it was 
brought under control had done con- 
siderable damage to the building, 
driven the actors and chorus into the 
streets in their scant costumes and 
Caused great commotion among the 
theatre crowds on Broadway. 

There was no panic and no one was 
injured, the aduience remaining in 
ignorance of the fire until most of 
them had passed into the streets. 

The fire caught from a large elec- 
tric sign on the front of the theatre 
building and spread to the executive 
Offices, which are opposite the sec- 
ond gallery of the auditorium. Treas- 
urer Lyon quickly went behind the 
curtain and explained the situation to 
the actors and told them to cut the 
play short. This was quickly done 
and the curtain was lowered without 
any announcement to the audience.

Charming Personality of the Wife ef 
the President Elect. 

What manner of woman is Mrs. 
Taft, whose name is so soon to be 
added to those of the women whose 
influence has made the social fame of 
past administrations? More pertinent- 
ly still, how will it measure with the 
record of the Roosevelt regime? The 
first quéstion is easy to answer, for 
few women have gone into the White 
House so well equipped to meet the 
exactions of the position of “first lady” 
of the land. 

Mrs. Taft has brains and uses them 
without being in any sense aggressive 
or pedantic. She talks well and looks 
well when she is talking. Her smile 
has the charm of intelligence, that 
quick flash of recognition distinct from 
the frozen, automatic smile peculiar to 
many women in official life, on whom 
social duties make many demands, 
even to that of continuously “looking 
pleasant.” She has a generous mouth 
and handsome teeth,:a straight nose, 
well proportioned to her other fea- 
tures, and a broad forehead, above 
which her brown hair is arranged in a 
soft pompadour. 

In ber knowledge of languages Mrs. 
Taft will have the advantage over 
many of her predecessors. The future 
mistress of the White House is a good

patroness of music, but a musician as 
well. Though she does not regard her- 
self as sufficiently in practice to per- 
form for a critical audience these days. 
she has by uo means lost her skill and 
frequently plays for her husband and 
children during their evenings at home. 

Other avenues through which her 
artistic taste finds an outlet are her 
love of pictures and her appreciation 
of woodcarving. The art collection ot 
her brother-in-law, Charles Taft, has no 
more appreciative friend than bis sis- 
ter-in-law. She is enthusiastic about 
every treasure he adds to it and en- 
joys few things more than pointing 
out its beauties to others. Mrs. Taft 
on her own account has made a study 
of woodcarving and has the nucleus 
of a fine collection and knows the fine 
points in the work of*various schools 
and masters. 

She, too, is a book lover, because she 
grew up in a home where books came 
down from the shelves and made the 
worlds they contain part of the do- 
mestic environment. As Helen Herron 
her favorite authors were Thackeray 
and Dickens. Mrs. Taft is loyal to her 
old literary friends and still dips into 
their society. George Eliot is one of 
the favorites of her later years. News- 
papers come in for a daily share of 
her attention. To any subject in which 
Mr. Taft is interested or of which he 
fs making a study she also gives a 
great part of her time. As few men 
of the period have had occasion to 
look up information on more varied 
subjects as the president elect, his 
wife’s knowledge is necessarily exten- 
sive. That Mrs. Taft is the right wo- 
man for the position of mistress of the 
White House and that she will be a 
gracious and charming chatelaine 
there is no manner of doubt.

Much of the cream that is used in 
Andover comes from a herd that is 
famous among the best business herds 
of the country and the dairymen of 
the country watch with interest the 
methods employed at the Bonnymeade 
farm. 


The plan followed is to secure the 
highest production from each cow 
that can be secured without danger 
to a full life period of usefullness. 
This end is attained by means of in- 
dividual feeding accompanied by con- 
stant use of scales and records to de- 
termine the exact production of each 
cow in the herd throughout the year. 
Each cow is studied to learn her pe- 
culiarities of temperament and con- 
stitutional requirements inthe way of 
feed to find just how much of grain 
and roughage of different kinds she 
can digest and profitably use in mak- 
ing dairy product. This matter of 
adaptation of feeding to fit the animal 
has got well beyond the experimental 
stage at this farm, having been dem- 
onstrated repeatedly during the time 
it has been practiced that there is a 
decided difference in both the quan- 
tity and kinds of grain that cows of 
the same breed and size can profitably 
consume. The practice is to watch 
every cow and if any marked varia- 
tion in milk production is noted to 
learn the cause and by means of some 
substitution of feed, such as roots or 
other more appetizing feed for the 
regular ration, and at once correct 
any digestive trouble or effect of 
weather changes that naturally affect 
the sensitive temperament of high pro- 
ducing cows. The object kept ever 
in view is to keep the health and 
comfort of the cows so nearly perfect 
as to hold the milk production 
throughout the period of lactation with 
as little falling off as possible. 

This individual feeding is not by 
any means the whole of the secret 
of getting the extraordinarily good 
average production from this herd. 
The owners rely quite as much on 
getting all the milk that the cows 
can be made to manufacture out of 
the udders as they do feeding it into 
the cows. The very, best art and 
charm of the milker is employed to 
secure all the milk that has been 
evolved. If one milker is preferred to 
another the cow is humored. The 
animals know nothing but kindness, 
comfort and good health and every- 
thing possible that will excite or an- 
noy them is eliminated from their en- 
vironment.

HINDOO JUGGLING. 


Wonderful Feats of Balancing Per- 
formed by an Acrobat. 

The Hindoo jugglers and acrobats 
are the most skillful in the world, and 
we are always hearing new stories of 
them, says the Chicago News. One of 
the latest stories is about a performer | 
who went through many wonderful 
feats perched on top of a single bam- 
boo stick about fifteen feet in height. 
The top of the stick was tied to a 
girdle around his waist, and a leg rest 
was provided by a cushion a few feet 
down the pole. Perched on this slen- 
der stick, he hopped and danced 
around in the liveliest way, accompa- 
nied by the tapping of a drum. It 
would be considered a skillful feat to 
walk about with ease on a pair of 
stilts fifteen feet in height, but this 
Hindoo showed a marvelous power of 
equilibrium on a single stick. 

He did other things even more won- 
derful. For example, he balanced a 
light stick on his nose and a heavy 
one on his chin and then threw the 
heavy one into the air with his head 
and caught it on the end of the light 
one. While balancing the two sticks 
thus, end on end, he made one revolve 
in one direction and the other in an- 
other direction. Another feat was to 
place his hand on a flat circular stone, 
throw his feet up into the air and bal- 
ance a stick on each of them, at the 
same time revolving rapidly on the 
pivot made by his arm and the stone.
